WINTER FEED FOR DAIRY COWS. 


A cow is capable of adapting herself 
to a great variety of conditions, mak- 
ing herself a profitable consumer of an 
endless variety of foods and combina- 
tions of foods, writes Ralph Allen in 
Prairie Farmer. While it is profitable 
for a farmer to sometimes purchase 
food for his cows, his main dependence 
ought to be upon those crops produced 
on his own land, using the cow as & 


salable products or such as are too 
bulky to be economically moved. It is 
almost impossible for a farmer to pre- 
dict the amounts, kinds, and quality 
of the food he will have for conversion 
into milk and butter during the fol- 
lowing winter, for each winter he has 
a new lot of various kinds of raw ma- 
terial to work up, and new rations to 
formulate. Looking ‘back over the 
past sixteen winters that I have fed 
dairy cattle, I cannot recall two win- 
ters during which the food has been 
the same in kind or quality. In my 
early experience I persistently clung 
to the idea that everything fed to a 
‘cow ought first to go through a mill. 
I spent a great deal of time and money 
grinding six cents, making in all ten 
corn fodder and hay. This practice in- 
volved an enormous expense. Husking 
corn from the shocks costs four cents 
per bushel, shelling two cents,

‘The Ger- 
mans carry the sabre attached to the 
saddle behind the left thigh, and some 
squadrons have scabbards of wood cov- 
ered with black rubber instead of steel, 
as being less conspicuous and noiseless.

In foreign services both a curb bit 
and bridcon are used, and the horses 
are well trained. Vheir curbed — bit 
is usually very heavy, notably the 
German, in the mouth-piece, but the 
\u-trians bave a light bit. As to 
horseshoes, the English and Belgians, 
of throwing away the half- 
worn shoes, make them over, and con- 
sider them more durable than new ones.

tents, made in London, accommodate 
many men for the weight of canvas, 
and the Kamtschatka tent is also worth 
noting Inilated sacks or balloons are 
used for helping to cross streams in 
Hungary. lron  bedsteads without 
springs and bed sacks stuffed with 
straw seem to be the rule in Europe. 
In a Garde regiment in Berlin bread 
and coffee are served at each meal, 
With meat and peas for dinner and meat 
on Tuesdeys and Thursdays at supper 
and anything more the soldier bought 
out of his pay. ; 

For infantry equipment the cowhide 
knapsack with hair on the outside seems 
universal in Europe, and there is con- 
stant drill with the full pack.

Egg plant omelet is out of the usual 
line, but it is one that always finds 
favor. Cut the plant after paring and 
slicing, and taking out the seeds into 
squares. Stew for ten minutes and 
drain. Beat six eggs and add to the 
mashed egg plant, then add three 


spoonfuls of currants washed and dried, 
the same of bianched, chopped almonds. 
Season with pepper and cinnamon. Fr 

in butter, as omelet, and garnish wit 

parsiey. It is a suitable dinner dish. 
_ Another novel way to use egg plant 
is to take equal parts of stewed egg 
plant, cooked rice, and minced mutton. 
Add a little salt, pepper, flour. Bind 
ail with beaten egg, and drop by spoon- 
fuls into boiling fat. Serve with a rich 
tomato sauce. 

There are many ways of stuffing egg 
plant. When well done, it is a handsome 
dish on the-table. This rule is both 
pom and good. Mince and cook, fry, 
put not brown, one large silver skin 
onion, add one-half pound of sausage 
meat ; the inside of the egg plant chop- 
ped, butter, salt, pepper, and a handful 
of fine bread crumbs. Simmer all to- 
gether for three minutes, allow to be- 
come cold and then stuff the egg plant. 
Replace the piece cut off, coven. with 
buttered paper, and bake in a quick 
oven twenty minutes. 

A plainer way is to cut’ the egg plant 
in halves, take out the insides, chop, 
season plentifully, mix with bread 
crumbs sufficient to fill the two halves, 
lay side by side, and bake. 

Egg Plant with Curry.—Wash and 
boil the vegetable whele, adding one 
large chopped onion and_ the juice of 
a lemon to the water. When cooked, 
cut open and scoop out all the pulp. 
Add to this and mix in one level tea- 
spoonful of mustard, one of olive oil, 
and one of curry powder. Return this 
to the plant, and it is then ready to 
serve. 

The commonest of all ways to cook 
this vegetable ig to break into flower- 
ets, cook till done and serve with drawn 
butter poured over. An egg beaten in- 
to the sauce adds greatly to the rich- 
ness of the dish. The cauliflower cook- 
ed and broken up and drained, then al- 
ternated in layers with strong grated 
cheese, with salt, pepper, a sprinkling 
of dry mustard and several bits of but- 
ter, cheese on the top, and baked twen- 
ty minutes in the oven, gives variety 
and a good dinner dish. The same wit 
bread crumbs used instead of cheese, 
gives still another style. The boiled 
cauliflowers may be broken into pieces 
of equal size, then sprinkled with salt, 
pepper, mustard and all moistened with 
equal parts of oil and vinegar, or they 
may be chopped, piled on a salad dish, 
mayonnaise poured over, and the dish 
garnished with green peas, and we have 
a delicious salad. Or the flowerets may 
be laid in fanciful shapes and ornament- 
ed with red beet pickled and chopped, 
and all covered with gnayonnaise or 
cream dressing. 

Baked Caulitlowers.—They should be 
boiled first, nearly done, and drained, 
placed in a baking dish, and covered 
with a rich veal broth, that has been 
thickened and seasoned with butter and 
nutmeg, with egg yolks stirred smooth- 
ly in, two or three for one cauliflower, 
and over all should be grated cheese to 
form a rich brown crust, to be baked 
half an hour. ‘The boiled and _ sifted 
flowerets with cream give a rich caul- 
iflower cream soup, or dipped in a rich 
batter and fried in fat, we have cauli- 
flower fritters which are delicious. Al- 
so combined with asparagus, we get a 
salad that epicures have said is-,"* be- 
yond compare.”

Massacres in Asia Minor. 


It is already old news that a storm} promise thoughtiessly given may involve | 


of destruction broke upon Sasun in 


August, 1894, and from thence spreadj can afford to sacrifice any happiness. 


to most of the provinces in Asia Minor. 
While accounts of the unparalleled 
slaughter and suffering have been for 
the most part general, eye-witnesses 
are writing to frierds in this country 
details of atrocities such as it is dif- 
ficult to believe can really have been 
perpetrated in this Christian century. 
Such a correspondent tells with what 
spirit a few pastors of that stricken 
people met their martyrdom. 

On the evening of Saturday, Nov- 
ember 2nd, the Armenian inhabitants 
of Kutturbul were attacked by Kurds. 
The crowd took refuge in a Protestant 
church. This was finally set on fire, 
and as the panic-stricken people emerg- 
ed from the narrow doorway they were 
met by showers of bullets. 

In the crowd was a certain Ante- 
shalian who, by reason of his beard and 
intelligent face, was recognized as 
being a leader of the people and one 
of the clergy. He was immediately 
singled out, while for the moment all 
other crimes ceased. One of the sacred 
books, which the marauders had scat- 
tered about, was thrust into the min- 
ister’s mouth, and he was mockingly 
called upon to read the church service. 

His people looked on. If he recanted 
the faith, they would! What a re 
sponsibility lay upon his manhood! He 
had preached his last sermon. All 
that was left for him was his example. 
After he had refused to utter the sign 
of Islam, fire-brands were thrown upon 
him. Half-unconscious he tried to 


— away, but was clubbed to death 
an 


BURNT TO ASHES. 


Not one of his people witnessed this 
silent argument in vain. 

‘Ewo other ministers were equally 
noble victims of the same assault. The 
fourth clergyman to fall deserves spec- 
ial mention. ; 

He was Pastor Aboshe, of Kutturbul. 
In the confusion and darkness he had 
escaped the massacre at the church, and 
had become separated from his wife and 
children. Until Monday noon he re- 
mained hidden, when, feeling stronger, 
be made up his mind to gu in search of 
his scatiered family. He found his 
wife uninjured, one child killed, a 
daughter fatally wounded, and another 
daugbter carried off captive. A few 
members of the pastor’s congregation 
ee gathered witb them, hiding at the 

th. 

On Tuesday another roving band of 
Kurds came through the village looking 
for loot that had been passed by. These 
began to abuse some of the congrega- 
tion. Thereupop Aboshe, though he 
knew it was death to remonstrate, went 
out and asked the robbers to cease from 


enough,” he said. 

Preceiving that he was the people's 
spiritual head, the murderers called to 
bim to renounce Christ and accept Is- 
lam. He looked upon them steadily 
and made no reply. 

“Ha!” gaid one. “See how the kafir 
(infidel) still holds stoutly to his 
faith !’’ '

people were looking on and trembling. 
They bad heard many sermons irom 
their pastor about steadfastness in 
faith.

Another Kurd said to Aboshe, “Just 
raise one finger’—a sign accepted by 
Mohammedans as a confession of the 
one God—‘‘and you will not be harmed.” 

The pastor replied calmly, “1 will 
never raise my finger.” 

Instarily one Kurd pierced him with 
a dagger, while another shot him dead. 
This the congregation witnessed, and 
as one of them said, ‘His firm faith and 
bold confession of it in the presence of 
death was the greatest sermon we 
had ever heard from his lips.”
